2, / In the last quarter of FY1958, the Berlin Base undertook to convert the 
publication of the LCCASSXK Jazz magazine from a pvirely subsidy operation into a 
comraerical venture through the institution of a sales canpaign in West Germany. Since 
our distribution of this Jazz magazine in West Germany is not a PP objective, the 
attempt at commercialization was justified as giving LOCASSOGK the app arance 

of a legitimate commercial organization and^as such maklng^it less vulnerable to 
attack by the opposition and more attractive to Federal Republic agencies. Headquarters 
felt, on the contrary, that l) being a revealed operation employing no agents in East 
Germany, LCCASSCKJK is relatively immune to East German harrassment, 2) subsequent events 
have given sufficient indication of FedRep interest notwithstanding lUCASSOCK viability 
or apparent legitimacy, and 3) the magazine would never be able to support or cover 
other than the Jazz magazine Itself and would therefore provide relatively little 
authentication for the propaganda output of the project. In addition the effort was 
not as commercially successful as anticipated and the break-even point is no longer 
felt to be predictable but is unlikely to occur before I960 at best,

Since we do not now believe that 
these problems and questions can be resolved prior to the due date for FY i960 
renewals, we intend at that time to submit a full Project Outline incorporating 
changes resMting from further Headquarters/Field discussions and including reference 
to official German participation in the project as applicable.
